The old adage 
that 
girls

brighter than boys, is taking on a 
new angle in Rush county*, according 
to data taken from the office records 
of the county 
superintendent 
of 
schools, W .E. Wagoner, in which 
the 
question is not answered, but 
brings up a new one, and proves that 
more boy’s in 
the 
schools of the 
county’ are taking advantage of their 
opportunities of getting an educa­ 
tion. 


In Rush county, outside the city 
of Rushvile, in the last ten y*ears, the 
records show that 797 boys and 997 
girls finished the eighth grade, and 
in the same time 247 boys and 309 
girls 
graduated 
from 
the 
high 
schools. 
Although d uring the same period 
there were enrolled in the schools 13 
percent more boys than girls, yet of 
those who finished the eighth grade 
there were 
25 
percent 
more girls 
than boys and of those graduating 
from high school, the girls outnum­ 
bered the boys 25 percent. 
The statistics show that there are 
more girls in Rush county getting an 
education, and they* are getting more 
of it than the boys of the county. 
The records for the past ten years ' 
were searched or the information as 
to the enrollment of the schools in 
Rush county and the most astonish­ 
ing fact revealed is that the rafio 
has been almost one-third of the pu- * 
piIs starting in school complete their 
educatfon to graduating from a high 
school. 


This fact, it is pointed out, shows 
that the people of Rush county’ are 
paying for 
educational 
privileges 
tlmt two-thirds of tile boys and girls 
turn down. For an example, in 1918, 
71.9 percent of the eighth grade pu-’
